GENERAL DIRECTIONS :—Mail matter should be addressed legibly and com- 
pletely, giving street and number, or box number, postoflice, and the name of 
the State in full; and to secure return in case of misdirection or non-delivery 
the name and address of the sender should be written or printed on the wrapper.
